rare ability and quick wit in meeting: and 
overcoming that most difficult of all obsta- 
cles to definite and timely diplomatic ac- 
tion—the United States sejaate.

ports is-decreasing more rapidly than the 
value-of <rar imports. For March. \ 920. 
our exports amounted to $820.000.000. 
In March 1921, they amounted to $386.- 
000,000. The decrease is $434.000.- 
000, as compared with the corresponding 
period a year ago. . The "decrease in the 
value of onr imports, fignred on the same 
basis, was $272.000,000. 


It thus appears that economic laws over 


which congresses and administrations and 
political "influences" have no control are 
working to correct what has been called 
our •'favorable" balance of trade since 
the war.

Strange as this may sound, a boxer 


is in far greater danger of breaking 
his hands than is a bruising fighter. 
Carpentier will have to guard against 
it more carefully than will Dempsey, 
despite the fact that Jack's pile-dnv- 
ing blows have earned him the name 
of "man killer." 


This is because a fighter's punches- 


are gi\en by weight—they arc more 
on the order of shoves, and are de- 
livered from the body. A boxer de- 
livers his blows from the toes—they 
go over with pep and snap-and it is 
this quickness that brings a broken 
hand if the blow lands incorrectly. 


Every blow should be so delivered 


that all four knuckles land squarely. 
The elbow should not be twisted, as 
is often done m a hook, because if 
the punch is a hard one, the arm as 
well as the hand is likely to be 
broken.
